The Photon Torpedoes are the only 
psycobilly band in Massachusetts. They 're 
kind of out on their own here , but find their 
home in the comforting arms of the local 
punk scene . I made my way up to Revere 
beach to Ricky magic *s beachside lair to 
conduct this interview. Interviewed by Pat 
Rickv : We started probably 5 years ago as a 
trio. Me, Rob and this guy Leo.Eventually 
Leo moved back to Holland and Rob went 
from bass to vocals. So me and Rob are 
original members and over the years weVe 
had a bunch of different bass players. We’ve 
had a real hard time with bass players. And 
Zach’s in the band now a year and a half 
maybe.. 

Nol3 : Yeah, you were in Jonee 
Earthquake..... 

Rickv : We had ’’Big” Joe in the band for a 
while. He played on our CD but he had a 
fucked up hand. He wasn’t in the band very 
long. Zach was our fill in guitarist . Then 
Joe fucked up so we kicked him out. 

Nol3 : You guys just had a bunch of stuff 
going on. You had a tour and your new 
7".. How did the tour go? 

Rickv : California? The tour went excellent. 
We did 8 shows. We had a couple of duds. 
We did have a couple of really good shows. 
There’s a good buzz out there. 

No 13 : There really isn't a big Psychobilly 
scene out here. You guys are pretty much it. 
Rob : There’s lots of Psychobilly bands out 
there. 


Nol3: Yeah like The Hellbilly's. They're 
from out there. 

Rob : There’s allot of smaller bands out there 
that I’ve never heard of that we played with. 
Ricky : There’s allot of Mexican psycobilly 
bands like Dragstrip Demons, Calavera(<— 
?), Lobo Negro. 

Zach : Allot of the bands out there are rip off 
bands. There's allot of young psycobilly 
bands . 

No! 3 : like how all of the little kids here 
imitate The Unseen. 

Zach : Yeah they’re ripping off The 
Necromantix and bands like that. 

Nol3 : That's cool. I mean every band rips 
off another band. 

Heatstick : Like in Boston, Rob’s got the 
psycobilly quiff. If you go to a show Rob 
sticks out in a crowd. When you go over 
there and your looking for a quiff, 
everybody's got one. Like black jeans.. and 
everyone is wearing black jeans. 

Zach : But Robs the one with all of the ladies 
around him... ^ 

(Laughter) 

Rickv : Yeah the ladies dig ’’The Alien”. 
Noll: Spiderbite Records put out your 
newest record and you guys didn't seem to 
happy when I mentioned it before. So what's 
the deal with those guys? 

Zach : The guy there just seems like kind of a 
chump. 

Rickv : The censored our insert there.. .which 
is number one. That’s kind of what that was 


Noll : Yeah what was the deal with that? 
Rick : The insert was for the song ’’The 
Revere Beach Rapist". Suzan( Ricky's 
Girlfriend) designed the insert and she did a 
search on the internet on the word "rape”. So 
she kind of did a collage of all these images 
and things with the word "rape". But it was 
like a ghost image.Behind the text like a 
background. And one of the pictures was of 
a black guy and he was hanging. So I guess 
they took that as... And actually it was a guy 
who had raped a girl and was lynched. 

Which tied in with the rape thing. It was 
very small.. 

Zach : People had come up to me at work 
and been like ’ Oh I heard they made you 
change your cover because there was a black 
guy hanging on it.’ So now the rumors fly. 
And now it was the cover. ' And they should 
have made you change this cover too!' And 
they but it on the B-Side. What kind of split 
7” has an A and B-side? 

Rickv : We kind of got the shaft. We're on 
the back side. Which one band has to be 
front and one band has to be on the back. 
Any advertising they've done has always 
been the other side. They don’t want to show 
the cover. 

Noll: What did they offer you for a deal? 
How did it work? 

Rickv : Well we got our recording for free. A 
guy we know who went to Berkley was 
opening his own studio. It’s a basement job 
and his girlfriend who’s my lawyer said' my 


about 



boyfriend’s got a studio and he’ll do it for 
free just for the experience' So we 
recorded 3 songs. 2 of them made it onto 
the 7" and the other one is coming out on 
a compilation in New Hampshire. 
Basically there’s 3 pressings of 500. The 
first pressing was clear, which I believe 
is all gone. Second pressing was black 
and blue, which... I don't know how many 
of those are left. Then there will be 
another pressing sometime soon. There’s 
500 each [pressing] and we get 50 free 
ones from each pressing. And 
we get to buy 


that. I'm really not worried about that. 
We're not out to screw the guy, that's not in 
our nature. 

No 13 : Yd be more worried about them 
ripping you guys off. 

Ricky : I'm sure if someone wanted to do 
something with the songs, I'm sure they 
find a way through someone else. I not 
worried about making a profit. 

(Laughter) 

Ricky : I mean that’s what punks 
about.You 


shows gave us food. Some kids took us out to 
eat one time. We went to a BBQ. Our friends 
out there were supplying Zach with free 
drugs. 

(Laughter) 

Ricky : And he wouldn't ‘ ‘ nr ‘ 1 
Haatstick: That kid also paid for 
6 days. 

Ricky : He actually wants to 
get a 


others off 

of them for wholesale price. And 
the wholesale price is really high. 

Zach : They didn't really do anything long 
term with us. And those guys [Satan’s 
Teardrops] aren't putting out a record 
with them. 

Nol3 : They got greener pastures to go 
to. So they don't own the rights to any of 
the song, do they? 

Rickv : They don’t own the rights to the 
songs But, I think they own that 
particular recorded version of those 
songs. I don't think we can use them 
without permission, or somethin’ like

make money off of it. 
Heatstick : Rick, what do you say? ’’Being 
in a band isn't a money making thing.. it's 
more of an expensive hobby." 

Rickv : Yeah, it’s a very expensive hobby. I 
mean we're all broke. We got to pitch in 
$50 for a road trip.. 

Heatstick : ..I'm not eating for a month 
Rickv : We actually ended up coming out 
ahead in California. We all kicked in 
money. We made all of our money back 
and then some. We did alright there. We 
stayed in hotels every night... 

Zach : Cause some kid paid for it. 
(Laughter) 

Ricky : Yeah, that’s cool. One of the 


Photon Torpedoes tattoo. If he 
gets it we’ll pay for it. He’s just a real cool 
guy- 

Heatstick : That’s another California 
band...”The Smoking Revolvers" 

Nol3 : That's his band? 

Heatstick : Yeah. The only other place they've 
been is Brazil. 

NoO: Yeah? 

Heatstick : They played a big festival out 
there. 

NoO: Is psycobilly big in Brazil? 

Rickv : There's not allot of money in Brazil 
because the exchange rate is so low. There’s a 
big band there called Aus Catoliptica (<— — ) 
Big psycobilly band from Brazil, they’ve been 
around for a long time. I’ve seen pictures on 
their website, they play stadiums. Like 1000 




people. 

Nol3 : So you guys are just kind of left out 
on your own here . 

Ricky : Right now we're scheduled for 
another big festival's in California, in the 
desert. In the spring. 

Heatstick : We're the only American band 
on the bill right now. Everyone else is from 
Europe. 

Rickv : The Flinstones, The Kling- 

ones, The Hangmen.. Just a ton of bands. 

We'll probably go out to Europe again. 
We're recording next month for a new 
record, tentativilly called " Violent Sexual 
Perversion” 

Noll: So you guys are covering all of the 
costs? 

Ricky : Yeah, that's why we're really hard 
up. We got merchandise and we need to 
raise money to record. And the recording 
studio's like $40 a hour. We’ll be there for 2 
days so we need to enough money. 

Zach: Ass for cheap. 

(Laughter) 

Rickv : Rob's got an ass-pussy! 

(Laughter) 

Noil: So you guys just kind of make do 
with what you’ve got. 

Ricky : We're big on the all-ages shows. 
Jonee [Earthquake] hooks us up with the 
punk rock shows. We got a show with a 
bunch of great bands August 1st at the 
Choppin' Block. It's actually suppose to the 
"release” for this new record. 

Noi3: Like 2 months after it’s all ready 
been out. 

(Laughter) 

Ricky : It's always been that way. With the 
CD it was more than that. It was like 6 
months. When the 7" came out, we had then 
FEDEX'ed to us in California. Rob ended 
up staying out in California for a couple of 
extra weeks, so our schedule was messed 
up. We needed a date and that's what we 
got. 

Noil: So who’s playing on that bill? 

Ricky : Speed Crazy, who’s from New 
Jersey. Devils' Faith, they're from Long 
Island. 

Zach : That guys got Down Syndrome... 
(Laughter) 

Ricky : The other band is Thee Monkey 
Butlers. We're recording in August, we've 
had some label interest out in California. 
And we've had a label contact us from 
Holland. So we're going to record more 
than a CD's worth of music and maybe put 
another 7” out in Holland. And then have a 
real, real strong album. 

Noll: To tour with... 


Rickv : Yeah. 

Heatstick : All of the songs we've been playing 
live anyway. Allot of them. And we have a 
few more that we just started to write. There 
actually starting to sound really good. They 
get better every time we play them. 

Ricky : Some of the new songs we've been 
playing a show have been: " I Murdered My 
Family", "S&M Slut”. "I Steal From The 
Dead", "Motel Hell", and we do a Skrewdriver 
cover "I Don't Like You". Then we got the 
really new ones "Vaginella" and "Zach The 
Ripper". We got a couple of new ones we're 
still working on. The 2 songs on the 7" will be 
re-recorded and they will be on there. And 
there are people out there who don't have 
record players. 

Nol3 : What do you guys do for work? 

Ricky : I'm a matinence mechanic at MIT 
Heatstick : I work at a gas station. 

Rob : I work at a movie company. 

Zach : I work at the Loaf and Laddie in 
Exeter[NH]. 

Nol3 : I've been there. 

Zach : The Satan's Teardrops guy there... the 
acoustic guitar player is my boss.The guy with 
the little hat, Andy . So I get all of the time off 
I need. 

Nol3 : So my last question is, what do you 
guys want for the Photon Torpedoes in the 
next couple of years? 

Ricky : We want to go to Japan, that's always 
been one of our goals. 

Noll : Hey when you go to Japan, you can 
worn girls underwear in vending machines. 
Rob : Yeah, you got to experience other 
cultures when you visit them. 

(Laughter) 

Ricky : We've had girls give us their 


underwear. We use to have a dirty 
underwear collection. Se those tights 
there? Those are from The Revere Beach 
Rapist shoot. 

Noll : Who was that? 

Rickv : She is actually a singer in a band 
in Boston called "The Glamorous Stunt 
Cocks" which are kind of a cock-rock 
band. She was a really cool. 

Zach : Allot of bands are getting too 
serious. There getting managers, and all 
that stuff, .trying to make 
money... Warped Tour.. We want to go to 
other country’s and keep putting out 
records. 

Ricky : We're going to piss allot of people 
off, but there will be even more people 
who will be like 'that's fuckin' cool' Like 
the cover of the Revere Beach Rapist 
record cover. We can't play in 
Portsmouth. 

Nol3 : There’s no place to play anyway. 
Zach: Maybe a bar with a bunch of 
college kids. 

Ricky : There is a retard photo session 
we're going to do. That's going to piss 
some people off, but who cares. We like 
walking that line.Pissing people off, 
having fun and not compromising our 
music or what we do.

I guess I can say w ith confidence that this 
was probably the biggest show of the summer. 20+ 
bands most of thernfrom here in New England I might 
as well get all of my complaints out of the way.

Instead of being able to review all of the bands I only got 
to review some of the bands. The set lists were set up so 
there was a 10 minute difference between each band So 
at the end of a set I ran upstairs or downstairs and caught 
the last 10 minutes of lots of bands.

The original Bruisers started in "88” with Scotty and A1 [Barr). Soon 
after Jeff [Morris] oined and we started playing parties and such. Mostly we 
practiced in Scotties basement until we were ready to record our first 7" for 
Patriot [Records). Originally it was just going to be a demo, but Patriot 
[Records) liked 4 of the songs enough to release it in "89". We played our first 
real show in New York City with old friend The Radicts. We were glad to see so 
much interest. Then [a] second show in Boston, were we played with some other 

bands. We got a lot of time off after that, and alot of line up changes took place. The only permenent change being Dan [Connorsjon drums. 
He's an old band mate of Jeffs. We recorded what was supose to be just another demo but what turned out to be our first Nirvana [Records] 
release "Independants Day". We got some more good shows, like the Oi! Fest in New Jersey with the Glory, Niblick 
Henbane, Forced Reality and aot of other good bands. 

After that we made some more changes and now we're back with Todd 
(Seely)on Bass and SikRik on guitar. We’ve already played some great shows since in 
Boston and in April, we played a couple of shows with Agnostic Front in Boston and 
Providence. 

The line up now is: AI Barr on vocals, Jeff Morris on guitar, SikRik on 
guitar, Dan Connors on drums and Todd Seely on bass 

We just finished recording a new 7" with 2 songs on Nirvana Records. The 
songs are "American Night" and "Brown Paper Bag". Our "Independace Day" 

cassette is still available from Nirvana [Records] too. We've been in contact with Rogue Records in Germany and 
hope to be releasing a 7" or 12" with them very soon. That will be our first european release. 

The scene where we live (Portsmouth, NH) is small, but we probably drink more than scenes twice this size. 
Oi! Oi! In Boston, the scene seems to be growing. When we played a couple of months ago, about 500 punks and skins showed up. We're still 
looking forward to playing soon in New Jersey again with one of the best bands around, Niblicki Henbane. 

As far as band politics are concerned, there is no guiding principal that binds 
The Bruisers. We all started playing Oi because we love the spirit and life style. We 
drink, we play loud, and we fight when we feel like it. It doesn't matter who gets hit, if 
they're fuckin' with us, they're all to blame. Let's just say we don't give a fuck about 
politics. If people want to pick apart our lyrics to find some kind 
they can knock themselves out. 

I guess we have influences like any other Oi band. We 
all listen to the classics, you know who..., and some great newer 
bands like Niblick Henbane and The MacLads. We don't 
pretend to be like any other band, our tapes and records will 
let you decide for yourselves, though. 

We all work at jobs that pay the rent and nothing 
more. Not much to speak of except to say that our hands are 
dirty and our backs are tired. With the state of unemployment 
in this area we're all glad to be working. Our families eat well 
and we're all clothed. That's it

I heard about Exit 23 in Haverhill about a year ago. The band I was in at the 
time was asked to play and when I got there I was just amazed. The owner 
Jeremy, has done what kids in Boston have been trying to do for years.. ..open 
an all ages venue. He has a 80 person capacity club that is drug and alcohol 
free. All shows are $5 and in the basement is the 16 track Son of The 7th 
recording studio. Which can be used with an engineer for a bargain of only 
$15 an hour. On the day I went a local band "Tombstone Chrome" were there 
recording their new record and were nice enough to let me hang out. 





Jeremy : Exit 23 got started because I was in a band. It 
was started from a band. It started because we love 
music. I've loved music all of my life. I'm a musician. 
My band was looking for shows and trying to do 
something for ourselves. And we saw that this place 
was up for lease. So we got on the lease and turned it 
into what it is today. Well, actually 6 months down the 
road we broke up and I just kept going with it. We're 
doing this to have a career in the music business and to 
start a record label. 

Nol3 : So you and your girlfriend are partners. 

Jeremy : Yeah, me and my girlfriend Jessica Allen. 
Nol3 : You split everything 50/50... 

Jeremy : Yeah, but we don't really make a profit off of 
any of this stuff. We don't make a profit off of shows.

And all of the 
recording pays for itself. All the money goes back into 
the studio. And I work 40 hours a week so that goes 
into the studio also. I insulate houses everyday. 
(Laughter)
